Where, as President MeDougali of tye 
essociation announced last night, he is 
present every mornipg to receive ap- 
plications for membership, The entry 
fee is graded according to the amount 
of property the applicant owns. 
Objects of Association. 

The objects of the association, as ex- 
plained by Mr, MeDougall last: night, 
are to safeguard property and property 
rights of the owners of property with- 
in the city, to study legislation affecting 
the city, to protect the interests of the 
eity and to disseminue reliable infor- 
niation on all municipal maiters which 
miny come before the citizens, 

In the meeting list night no definite 
attitude in oposition to the money by- 
Jaws was taken by the association, al- 
though a number of the impromptu 
speeches conveyed the idea that the 
members speaking: were very much op- 
posed to the voting of any money into 
th hands of the present council, and 
several expressions of opinion were giv- 
en to the effect that the city should 
turn the street railway and the other 
ulilities over to a private company. 


In Hopsless Tangle. 


Among the speakers were Mr. Sut- 
cliffe, who, speaking as one familiar 
with the auditing business, declared

Mr. Humberstone declared himselt 
emphatically opposed to the tenants’ 


franchise,. a provision which he said 
the legislature had no right to incor- 
porate into the charter and which, he 
suggested, the association should take 
up with other cities In order to see 
whether sufficient influence could not 
be brought to prevent the 
pasisng more legislation along similar 
lines. He also counselled the city turn- 
ing the street railway over to a private 
cempany at once, stating that in the 
hands of a private company a large 
profit would be made out of the en- 
terprise, from whieh the city should be 
able to get a share back, 

Disapproved Municipal Ownership. 

J. Bailey Povell asked if the asso- 
ciation was in favor of municipal own- 
ership? He himself, he stated, had 
had to come to Edmonton to discover 
that he thoroughly disaproved of the 
whole principle. Also he expresse di 
himself as being opposed to all the 
money bylaws, and said that he pre- 
sumed that that was what the meet- 
ing was for. 


John A. MeDougall, who spoke brief- 
ly following Mr. Powell, stated that 
this was not the attitude of The asso* 


ciation, but that whatever bylaws were 
thought to be in the public interest 
would receive support. The people of 
Edmonton, he said, had -been  over- 
whelmingly in favor of munic ipal own- 
ership until last year, and if there was) 
any reason why they were not in favor 
of it now it must be attributable to the 
bad management which some of the

WILL ASQUITH GOVERNMENT 
DEMOCRATIZE THE ARMY? 

With Colonel Seely’s statement that it was upon his initiative 
alone that army officers in Britain were given assurance that they 
would not be called upon to serve in Ulster, and with Premier 
Asquith’s repudiation of this assurance, both parties in the British 
house are back again in their natural position, and the real question, 
the question of whether or not the army will be allowed to dominate, 
comes before the public in its proper light. 

As General Gouch sees it, the withdrawal of the guarantee will 
disrupt the army, which must be read to mean that large numbers of 
Officers will resign. Judging from the expressions of the labor mem- 
bers and those of the radical wing of the liberal party, the majority 
of the Asquith supporters in the house are in a temper to accept all 
such resignations, or rather to make them dismissals, and to keep all 
such otlicers out once they go oul. 

The conservatives, undoubledly, have counted very heavily 


upon the ability of the army to embarrass the government, and the |! 


threatened resignations bear all the earmarks of being part of a 
gigantic political move to bluff the government, just as was the 
assembling of the Ulster covenanters.-- Having lent themselves to 
this design, the officers can have no grievance if their bluif is called 
and they find themselves stripped of their rank and turned loose upon 
the world to iight for a living among the army of the unemployed. 

The probable effect of the whole thing will be to change the 
system of selection of officers, making it possible for men to come 
up from the ranks instead of reserving the commissions for a cult 
who are more politician than soldier and whose conception of the 
duties of the army is one which has to do only with repression. 
While the Asquith government is democratizing, it may just as well 
democratize the army too, 
METALLURGICAL POSSIBILITIES ‘ 

OF NORTHERN ALBERTA 

News of the discovery of nickel and iron in close proximity in 
the country to the north of Athabasca lake will focus the attention 
of the mining world, 

At the present time nickel is one of the most sought after metals 
in the metallurgical industries. Practically, there are only two 
sources Of supply. Sudbury, on the north shore ol Lake Superior, 
and the islands of New Caledonia, the French penal colony in the 
Pacific, 

Nickel hardens steel and preserves it from rusting. Nickel 
would be used in all steel if it were cheap enough. But the scarcily 
of the metal and the fact that the supply is in the hands of an 
almost complete monopoly limits its use to those purposes in which 
its use is absolutely essential, such as battleships. , 

The discovery of a new. nickel supply would aller the whole 
metallurgical system of the world, and the discovery of such a supply 
in a district where iron was to be found and in close proximity to 
either coking coal, water power or petroleum would make the point 
at which such discovery was made the centre of the greatest steel 
industry in the world.

An orator of great ability, he 
talked his way to the forefront of affairs, 
and acquired a high reputation for states- 
manship by his conduct of the separation 
of church and. state in France, From 
that bitter political warfare he emerged 
triumphant, and in 1909 he became pre- 
mier, During his first ministry he adop- 
ted such methods in suppressing the great 
strike as to alienate his few re- 
admirers among the socialists,

At the barracks yesterday, | «4 
Col. Parker said: “No communica- 
tion has been received so far from the 
army council, embodying the govern- 
ment repudiation of the guarantees 
given to Gen. Gough, Col. McEwen 
and myself when we were in London 
last week. -We take our stand = on 
Col. Seely's guarantees, We ignore 
what appears in the papers as to the 
government's decision. As soldiers, 
we obey the army council. For the 
present we sit tight and take no action 
unless we hear from the war office.

With a force of two thousand men, 
in a fleet of canoes, he entered the 
Seneca country by the Genesce River, 
and for ten days ravaged their homes 
and put many of them cruelly to death, 
Returning by the Niagara River, he 
erected and garrisoned a fort at its 
mouth, and then withdrew to Quebec. 
A terrible revenge was taken on the 
French colonists for these infamous 
acts. The Iroquois descended like a 
hurricane on the colony, and at La- 
chine, a little way above Montreal, 
more than a thousand Frenchinen were 
surprised over night and massacred. 
For? Niagara was razed to the ground, 
and Fort Frontenac, having to be aban- 
doned, was burned, together with the 
trading vessels and stores in the port. 
The colony was now in the greatest 
jeopardy, and news of this reaching 
France, Count Frontenac was immedi- 
ately reinstated in jhe governorship 
and despatched to Canada. With him 
were returned the Iroquois warriors 
who had been iniquitously captured 
and taken to France.
